IF NOT THE MEIGHEN 
GOVERNMENT—WHAT? 


Canadians stand face to face with 
the responsibility of selecting _a gov- 
ernment to carry on the affairs of the 
country during the next parliamentary 
term, The sixth day of December is 


the date on which the question must 
be decided, 

There are three parties contending 
for the endorsation of the electorate, 
and either Hon. Arthur Meighen, Hon. 
Mackenzie King..or Hon. T. A. -Crerar 
- qwill ‘be selected as Premier, with the 
responsibility. of forming a govern- 
ment.~. Records as well as promises 


will be taken into account in making, 


the selections. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen comes before 
the electors as the leader of the pres- 
ent government. Reference will be 
made during the campaign to various 
sins of omission and commission by 

‘the retiring government. Yet the 
bald..fact remains that Canada, as 
Canada, stands in a higher position in 
the society of nations at the present 
time than it has ever stood in the 
past. While we have our national 
‘problems, no country is in a more 
enviable position commercially or in- 
dustrially. . 
. Canada did not start the war, but it 
is to the everlasting honor of Canada 
that she did her part to stop it, vic- 
toriously, and in doing so. asserted 
that she wished it understood that the 
~causes of war should be’ removed. 
This could not have been done if ‘tthe 
war had not been won. ‘Mistakes were 
inevitable in the prosecution of an un- 
dertaking so novel in the experiences 
of Canada, but the government 
tackled the job with remarkable suc- 
cess, and it is very doubtful if any 
body of human beings could have been 
produced by iany party or faction that 
could have handled the situation more 
conscientiously or efficiently. The ab- 
sence of scandals is a special cause 
for gratification to Canadians. 

Following the war, Canada took its 
place in the Peace Confereiice and in 
the League of Nations, speaking in 
audible terms through the selected 
representatives and exerting a strong 
influence on the side of peace and 
harmony in international affairs. 

Commercially, the government was 
faced with situations undreamed of. 
The Wheat Board, for instance, that 
had been created in spite of the pro- 
tests of the farmers, as a war meas- 
ure, was allowed to lapse, but the. fall 
in values has since brought forth an 

‘equally insistent demand for its re- 
newal. Markets have disappeared as 
a result of the inability of nations to 
finance purchases and the abnormal 
rates of exchange that have develop- 
ed. It is easy enough now to criti- 
cize the government and say that it 
should havé done this and that, but 
no party has shown any evidence that 
it would have done any better, or 
have even put forth a successful “I 
told you so” argument. The fact is, 
that Canada has suffered from nation- 
al weariness, following the titanic 
struggle during the war, and is not 
even yet sufficiently recuperated to 
think vigorously. 

There has been a lot of childish 
pratter ‘about the government usurp- 
ing ‘power by holding on to the reins 
of government during the past couple 
of years, yet the proofs are evident 
in this campaign that Canadians hard- 
ly know where they stand even yet. 
The indefiniteness and flexibility of 
the King and Crerar policies is evi- 
fence that neither of those parties 
are ready for an election appeal even 
at this late date. The government 
was forced to carry on. 

Premier Meighen assumed the Pre- 
miership and faced the problem of 
evolving policies that would preserve 
the prestige that Canada has | won, 
and that would serve to develop the 
industries and resources of the 
nation. 

One of the first demands upon tthe 
Premier was in connection with the 
Imperial Conference this year. The 
ability which he displayed there has 
beon the topic of a great deal of im- 
partial. newspaper comment. Tt is 
recognized that the approaching In- 
ternational conference, in Washing- 


ton, is very largely the result. of 
Premier Meighen’s stand iw London: 
If the conference results in the reduc- 
tion of armaments, history. will. give 
Canada’s Premier at. least part of the 
credit. : 

With a re-constructed and virile 
cabinet, the brilliant young Canadian, 
preaching ‘the same doctrine of mod- 
erate protection from one end of the 
Dominion to the.other, with a policy

Grain Growers party is equally in- 
definite. Regardless of what he. may. 
say, the campaign in Alberta vill 
be waged on. the group government 
Idea, which savors .strongly of a sel- 
fish attempt to secure control of the 
government for ‘the ‘benefit of one 
‘class. The whole appeal lacks defi- 
niteness. 

Canadians will naturally hesitate to 
take aleapinthedark at this particu- 
lar juncture. While the old line par: 
ties have not-been faultless, Canada 
has come to its present status under 
their guidance, and the character ‘of 
the government has probably been 
equal with the moral ideals. of the 
glectors as a whole. As public ideals 
of ‘service improve, public servants 
will strive to live up to those ideals, 
Canada needs workers far worse than 
it needs theorists.

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BRITAIN, PROTECTIONIST 


(Winnipeg Tribune) 

Great Britain has at last, and in a 
most comprehensive manner, revers- 
ed her policy of free trade, not. very 
frankly perhaps, but very thoroughly 
just the ‘same. 

The new policy of protection is em- 
bodied in the safeguarding of Indus- 
tries. Act which has passed both 
houses of parliament. This act deals 
with three different kinds of com- 
petition to which British industries 
are subjected by importations from 
abroad. 

In the first place it provides protec- 
tion for what are defined ag key in 
dustries. Key industries are those 
in which complete dependence upon 
foreign manufacture would endanger 
the safety of the country in case of 
war. 

In the second place, it protects 
home industry against dumping, and 
dumping means the filling of the home 
market with foreign goods whereby 
the technical efficiency and employ- 
ment of British labor would be lower- 
ed, when these goods are sold under 
bonus from a foreign government at 
less than: cost for the purpose of cap- 
turing the British market, destroying 
the industry in Great Britain, and 
ultimately acquiring a monopoly in 
particular lines of manufacture. 

In the third place, it provides pro- 
tection against competition by coun- 
tries which through a depreciated cur- 
rency at home are able for a time to 
quote prices in the higher currency, 
lower than any for which tthe same 
article could be made In Great Brit- 
ain. The uniform tariff upon all 
dutiable goods is 33 1-3 per cent, 

It may ‘be observed that the object 
of this protection, which is ‘the most 
sweeping and comprehensive of any 
adopted ‘by any nation, is not enrich- 
ment but national strength and ‘stabil- 
ity, and the maintenance, at all costs, 
of British industrial technique. 

It is founded upon the — principle 
that economic independence and the 
development and maintenance of the 
mastery of economic processes are 
more important than the immediate 
acquisition of wealth, are in fact the 
only way of securing a permanent and 
stable enrichment of a nation, 

Great Britain has learned the les- 
son of the war. So long as she enjoy- 
ed great natural protection through 
her position and the disposition of 
her resources, she grew to invincible 
strength under a policy of free trade 
which was elevated into a political 
fetich. But other nations were 
remedying their disadvantages by 
scientific effort and policy, and the 
war found Great Britain with huge 
gaps and rents in her economic de- 
fences, and her industrial forces the 
subject of insidious deterioration. ~ 

It is all very well to say that it was 
the wealth acquired by Great Britain 
under free trade that enabled her to 
win the war, but It can be maintained 
with an equal. show. of reason that if
